3. All objections or suggestions wfrich may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules before 
the expiry of die period so specified will be taken into consideration by the Central Government.

(1) These rules may be called the Vegetable Oils Grading and Marking (Amendment) Rules, 2008. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Gazette of India. 

(3) In the Vegetable Oil Grading and Marking Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules); in rule 3, for the 

words and letters “Schedule I to XVI” the words and letters “Schedule I to XIX” shall be substituted. 

(4) In rule 4, for the words and letters “Schedule I to XVI” the words and letters “Schedule I to XIX” shall be 

substituted. 

(5) In rule 5, of die said rule:— 

(a) in sub-rule (i) for the words and letters “Schedule XVII-A” the words and letters “Schedule XX-A” shall be 
substituted,

(11) “The test for Argemone oil and Animal fat shall be negative in all vegetable oils specified in these rules.”

(b) In column 9, Percentage of Natural Essential Oil content “0.25 to 0.60” shall be substituted by “0.20 to 0,60” 
in grade I. 

(c) In column lO, Acid value “1.5” shall be substituted by “2.0” in grade I.
